San Diego, January 29, —The Unlou con-
taius 8 Washington letter, two and a Lalf
columns long, with relorence to Howard's
treaty with Uschise, giving correspondence

between Hon E, P, Smih, Commisston.r of

Indian Affairs, Gen Howard and other oftic
cials. The correspondenes says:

Many demands bave been wade for the
publication of the treaty between Caclise,

and the establishment of the Chiricalius res- |

ervativn, Your correspondeut called upon
Comumissioner  Smith, sad  feguested the
privilege of examining such papeis as por-
tained to the sulyect, which reguest wis
promptly granted. The prncipal tucts olic-
ited being, that no formal treaty bad been
entered into; cortespondence will show that
Gen Howard made report Nov. Tth, 1872
which was published, nud that subsequcutly
the autborities of Sonors begsn to cwnplun
of Indian depredations, and accuse Gen How-
ard of having left the back dovr ol the reser-
vation open into Meaico, vte.

Gur Peaquiera, of Bonora, wrote to the
Department, and was answered by Comumis-
sioner Swith, who stated that Cachise Lad
not been given permission to mid lute Mex-
ico, and that Government bad pot supplied
the Apaches with citizens' clothes, ars ete,

Soon afterwards, Major Price wrote a et-
ter which caused the fullowing curiespon-
dence to pass un the subject. A letter from
Smith to Howard says: Un Gen Crovk's com-
ing, with force, before Uacliag, to enfurce a
cmnglunoe with daily reil-call, Cachi e claim-
ed that, under his stipulations with Howanld,
troops coald not come on bis reservation, ex
cept to travel on roads to and from  malisary
posta; also, made no coneealment ol raids by
Lis tribe into Sopora, and said that lis treaiy
with Howard did not furbid it.  Gen Crook,
Laving no copy of the treaty, retired,
